The automobile reached a speed 
of between 30 and 32 miles an hour 
before it stopped and the glider went 
on. On none of th e flights Rider 
gained an altitude higher than 150 
feet, and remained in the air not 
more th a n five minutes. 
The glider has a wing spread of 
32 feet. 
R ider said he could have remained 
in the a ir indefinitely and could 
have flown a considerable distance, 
but was satisfied only to make short 
hops.

HOME CANNING 
With the approach of autumn, 
comes home canning and preserving 
of fruits, vegetables and the like. 
The hazard in home canning is 
botulinus poisoning, due to a deadly 
toxin produced by the botulinus 
bacillus. 
The botulinus germ, known as 
saprophyte, is widely distributed aad 
is commonly an inhabitant of the 
the intestinal tract of animals that 
live upon vegetable matter. 
The botulinus germs are found in 
dust and soil and hence are com­ 
monly found on fruits and vege­ 
tables. 
The germ thrives on substances 
containing nitrogen. Hence, it may 
be found in contaminated sausage 
meat, and protein containing vege­ 
tables such as string beans, p>eas 
and the like. 
Both the germ and its toxin are 
destroyed by heat. Hence, one safe­ 
guard against botulism is to boil the 
to-be-preserved food for ten minutes 
at a temperature of 120 degrees cen­ 
tigrade. 
Foods preserved In brine, in a con­ 
centration of IO pier cent, or pre­ 
served in acids such as vinegar are

safe from botulinus poisoning. 
The basic rule, however, is never 
to eat canned or preserved food that 
is soft, mushy and gives off a spoiled 
odor. 
Also, home canned or preserved 
foods should bg thoroughly recooked 
before eating. 
It should be borne in mind that 
cooking, and the heat treatment 
recommended, will destroy only the 
bacteria and the toxin present in 
the food at the time it is so treated. 
Canned or preserved foods which 
have been heated before serving 
should be reheated if any food left 
over is to be served.

Feature 
Of 
Off-year Elections. 


PACE ITV?!

Harrisburg, Sept. 12 
(AP).—E f­ 
forts to inject new blood into the 
leadership of Republican org&nza- 
tlons in a num ber of counties in 
I Pennsylvania 
have 
disturbed 
the 
peace and quiet usually attached to 
an “off year” election. 
W hen the Republican voters go to 
the polls next Tuesday in the fall 
municipal primary election in many 
Pennsylvania counties they will have 
num erous candidates from which to 
m ake their selection for the party 
nom ination for county and city of­ 
fices. 
The unusually large num ber of 
candidates for the various offices in 
these ‘“disturbed” counties has been 
variously attributed to the economic 
status of the country, th e general 
political unrest and the effort of 
Governor Pinchot’s fro n d s to es­ 
tablish new county organizations or 
new county Republican leaders who 
will be friendly to the gov5rnor. 
Considerable Interest 
The governor, himself, has been 
widely reported to be taking con­ 
siderable interest in the develop­ 
m ents in these "disturbed” counties 
but only two acts can be pointed to 
as definitely linking the governor 
with the political m aneuvers in these 
sections. One was the resignation 
recently of Jam es P. Malone, of 
Pittsburgh, from the cabinet posi­ 
tion of secretary of property and 
supplies because he "could not ac­ 
cede to the governor's request th a t 
he support the candidacy of Charles 
C. McGovern" for the Republican 
nom ination for Allegheny county 
commissioner. 
The other was the announcem ent 
of the candidates of the new Repub­ 
lican ticket in Dauphin county from 
the governor's office. Pinchot, him ­ 
self, has consistently refused, how­ 
ever, to make any com m ent or state­ 
m ent upon the Dauphin county sit­ 
uation 
All of the new Republican 
candidates are friendly to the gov­ 
ernor and the ticket has the back­ 
ing of W. Jack 8titeler, m anager of 
the state workmen's insurance fund 
and Pinchot leader in this county in 
last 
year's gubernatorial 
election, 
and William W. Caldwell, jail war­ 
den and former lieutenant of the 
late Edward E. Bridlem an, former 
lieutenant governor and leader of 
the D auphin county Republican or­ 
ganization, 
v 
Opening Skirmish 
\< 
Politicians view the situation as 
the opening skirm ish in a state-wide 
effort next year to place control of 
the state Republican organization in 
the hands of the adherents of for­ 
mer U. S Senator Joseph R. Grundy 
and the governor. 
They say th at 
the purpose of these prim ary fights 
this year is to lay the groundwork 
for a state-wide attack next year to 
elect a legislature in accord with the 
governor’s policies and assure the 
governor control of the Republican 
delegates to the national Republican 
convention. 
Although the governor has been 
frequently mentioned as a possible 
candidate for the Republican nom ­ 
ination for president in 1932, poli­ 
ticians believe the governor and foa­ 
mer Senator Orundy for the moment 
are looking only toward control of 
the Republican delegation to the 
convention and the next general as­ 
sembly, members of which will be 
elected next year. 
It 
is 
generally 
conceded 
th at 
should the governor decide to place 
his h a t in the ring for tlje Republi­ 
can 
presidential 
nom ination 
he 
could hope for little success without 
a m ajority of the Pennsylvania del­ 
egation behind him. On the other 
hand, if he desires only to seek to 
prevent the nom ination of President 
Hoover for reelection, in the hope of 
placing a Progressive candidate in 
the field, he could not go far with 
th is move, even with the support of 
the LaPollette-Norris bloc, unless he 
had a m ajority of the Pennsylvania 
delegates in accord w ith him. 
Two Tickets 
D auphin county is regarded with 
Susquehanna county as the most 
outstanding examples of assaults on 
the 
Republican 
organization 
by 
friends of the governor. In both dis­ 
tricts the governor's adherents have 
placed an entire ticket in the field in 
opposition to th at of th e Republican 
organization. In neither county is 
there a judgeship fight. 
None will 
be voted for in Susquehanna county 
while in Dauphin the three sitting 
Judges are the sole candidates on 
both 
Republican and 
Democratic 
tickets. 
In Luzerne county. Judge John 8. 
Pine, a Pinchot adherent, is oppos­ 
ing a Republican organization fac­ 
tion led by Arthur H. Jam es, former 
lieutenant governor, and others. 
In 
the judgeship fight in this county 
the two sitting judges, W. S. McLean 
and Benjam in R. Jones, are on both 
m ajor tickets but are opposed on 
both slates by W. L. Pace . 
Pinchot partisans also have set up 
more or less complete tickets in Lan­ 
caster, Lebanon and Perry counties 
in opposition to the Republican or­ 
ganization candidates 
In Lancaster county there is a 
ticket comprising Pinchot supporters 
in the race for the Republican city 
nom inations 
while 
in 
Lebanon 
county John H. Light, a Pinchot 
supporter, is backing a slate in op­ 
position to the Republican organiza­ 


tion candidates. 
Peculiar Situation 
Wayne county has developed a 
peculiar situation with two candi­ 
dates friendly to the governor op­ 
posing the reelection of Judge A. T. 
Searle, a candidate for both the Re­ 
publican and Democratic nom ina­ 
tions. They are Alfred E. Boyer, 
backed by State Senator William D. 
Pethick, a Pinchot supporter, and 
Chester A. G arratt, supported by 
form er State Senator Wallace J. 
Barnes, Pinchot leader in the county 
in last year’s campaigns. 
One of the most spirited factional 
disputes 
has been 
developing in 
Montgomery county. 
There Jam es 
S. Boyd, president pro tempore of 
the state senate and former ally of 
Charles Johnson, form er secretary 
of revenue and Montgomery county 
leader, has aligned himself with T. 
Duncan Just, a Pinchot supporter, 
in an attack on the leadership of 
Johnson. To complicate the situ­ 
ation further, Judge J. Ambler Wil­ 
liams, friendly to both Governor 
Pinchot and Senator Grundy, has 
Joined hands with Johnson. 
This fight started several m onths 
ago when Boyd broke with Johnson, 
charging nepotism when Johnson 
slated his son-in-law for county 
commissioner 
on 
the 
Republican 
ticket. 
Complicated 
The 
Allegheny 
county 
primary 
contest has been complicated by the 
fight for candidates for the two Re­ 
publican 
nom inations 
for 
county 
commissioner. State Senators Wil­ 
liam D. Mansfield and Jam es J. 
Coyne, both supporters of the Pin­ 
chot policies in the legislature, are 
in the race along with Joseph G. 
Armstrong, Allegheny county Repub­ 
lican leader, and C harles C. McGov­ 
ern, Pinchot leader in the county. 
Many persons view this situation as 
a test of Arm strong’s right to retain 
the m antle of the county Republican 
leadership and the race has been 
further tangled by the failure or re­ 
fusal of any of the four candidates 
to align himself with another. 
In 
addition, the sitting Judges of the 
common pleas courts have bitter 
contests ahead in seeking reelection. 
The bitterness of this fight, as well 
as th a t in some other counties, has 
given rise to the belief th a t some of 
the defeated candidates may run as 
independents in the general election. 
Political observers point out that 
McGovern, in Alle*ieny county, if 
defeated for the Republican commis­ 
sionership nom ination could run as 
an independent in the November 
election. 
Palling to win the m inor­ 
ity seat from the Democratic nom ­ 
inee, they add, he could ask Gover­ 
nor Pinchot to appoint him to the 
office of sheriff, which would be va­ 
cant if the present sheriff is suc­ 
cessful in his campaign for election 
as county treasurer. 
The crux of the Allegheny situ­ 
ation appears to be th at, regardless 
of the outcome of the commissioner­ 
ship contest, Pinchot supporters are 
assured at least one place on the 
county board with a strong possibil­ 
ity of two places. 
Independent Drive 
Indications of a possible campaign 
by Independents in the general e l a ­ 
tion have also appeared in Philadel­ 
phia county. In a recent speech be- 
f°r the Pennsylvania departm ent, 
American Legion. Governor Pinchot 
urged the Philadelphia legionnaires 
to support Theodore Rosen and Wil­ 
liam Hamilton. Jr., recently appoint­ 
ed by the goverinor to fill vacancies 
as m unim ipal court Judge and sher­ 
iff, respectively. 
He said the two 
men should be elected to full term s 
and th a t it was up to the legion­ 
naires to support them. 
The governor’s plea for new blood 
in the Philadelphia political situ­ 
ation was heralded by some politi­ 
cians as forecasting an independent 
ticket in Philadelphia in the general 
election and an effort on the part of 
the Pinchot-G rundy forces to gain 
a foothold in the Philadelphia Re­ 
publican organization. 
Schuylkill county now’ has an ap­ 
pearance of harm ony among its sev­ 
eral Republican factions for Paul W. 
Houck, dismissed by Governor Pin­ 
chot from the workmen’s compen­ 
sation board; Charles 8 Snyder, dis­ 
trict 
attorney 
and 
form er 
stat** 
treasurer, and Senator Robert D. 
Heaton, a supporter of the governor 
during the recent session of the gen­ 
eral assembly, have linked hands lo 
support the same candidates. 
This 
situation, observers said, has left the 
governor 
with 
Rep. 
Charles 
W. 
Staudenm eier as 
his outstanding 
supporter among 
the 
Republican 
figures of Schuylkill county. 
A tangled sitation exists in R ead­ 
ing as the result of the breakdown 
of th e attem pted coalition 
of Re­ 
publicans and Democrats, planned 
in an effort to wrest the city con­ 
trol from the Socialists. 
In Chester county, Senator W il­ 
liam H. Clarke, a Pinchot adherent 
during the last legislature, 
is 
en­ 
gaged in a contest to preserve his 
position as county leader. 
Bedford 
and 
Mifflin 
counties, 
created as separate 
Judicial 
dis­ 
tricts by the recent session of the 
legislature, have spirited Judgeship 
contests under way. 
In 
Bedford, 
Judge Benjam in 
P. 
Madore, 
apj 
pointed by 
Governor 
Pinchot 
to 
serve until the first Monday in Ja n ­ 
uary, is opposed by five other can­ 
didates on both tickets. 
In Mifflin 
county, 
the 
governors appointee, 
Judge Paul S. Lehm an, is opposed 
by two rivals on 
the 
Republican 
ticket. . 
Blair county’s keenest contest will 
be th a t for the Republican nom ina­ 
tion for mayor of Altoona. William 
H. O rr, chairm an of th e county com­ 
m ittee, has as his opponents Mayor 
John J. McMurray 
and John C. 
Nugent. 


PLANTS ALSO 
CAN GO INSANE 


Same Chemical Causes Odd 
Reaction In Flowers 
As In Humans.

W ashington 
(AP)—Discovery 
of 
evidence th at plants undergo states 
akin to insanity and unconscious­ 
ness produced by the same chem ­ 
ical 
processes 
believed 
to 
cause 
these conditions in hum ans is re­ 
ported to the N ational Acadamy of 
sciences. 
These processes are thickening or 
thinning of the proteins in the cells 
of the plant, says Professor W ilder 
D. Bancroft, of Cornell university. 
Results of his work, in which he was 
assisted by John E. Rutzler, Jr. 
have been m ade public by the acad­ 
emy. 
Thick Proteins 
Bancroft, in collaboration 
with 
Dr. O. H. Richter, already had dis­ 
covered evidence th a t certain types 
of insanity In 
hum ans 
may 
be 
caused by this thickening or th in ­ 
ning of proteins in the brain. 
The 
white of an uncooked egg is an ex­ 
ample of proteins in their norm al 
state. 
If the brain proteins are thick­ 
ened. insanity first results, than u n­ 
consciousness. 
Alcohol or ether may have this 
effect on a hum an being.' First he 
is stim ulated and delirious, 
then 
lapses into unconsciousness. 
This same thickening or thinning 
of 
the 
proteins—coagulation 
or 
peptization, scientists call it—also 
is w hat happens when 
plants are 
treated with anesthetics, Bancroft 
concludes. 
Before reaching the stage of “in ­ 
sensibility,” the plants pass through 
a stage akin to sleep in hum ans— 
the same thing th a t happens to a 
hum an patient receiving ether on 
an operating table. 
An 
extrem ely 
sensitive 
plant, 
Mimosa Pudica, was used in 
the 
tests by Bancroft. This plant is so 
sensitive th a t a t the slightest touch | 
its leaves droop and fold up. 
This is because its proteins are 
thicker, or more coagulated, th an 
normal. 
It is always In the state 
of excitation th a t precedes uncon­ 
sciousness — in 
the condition of 
which hum ans are said to be in ­ 
sane. 
Bancroft decreased the senstivi- 
ty of one Mimosa plant—"cured’’ is 
"insanity"—by treating it with sub­ 
stances th at would dilute its pro­ 
teins 
Thus treated, its leaves no longer 
drooped or folded up, even under 
fairly powerful Wows. 
Treating another Mimosa 
plant 
with chemicals th a t thickened 
its 
proteins, sodium citrate and am y. 
tai, had the opposite effect.

COTTON EXPERT 


Smith, Of 
South 
Carolina, 
Sptjjit 30 Years As 
Student Of Crop. 


By H erb ert P lu m m e r 
W ashington—One 
could 
hardly 
have expected Senator Ellison Du- 
R ant Smith, of South Carolina, to 
keep silent during all 
this stirring 
controversy in 
the 
country 
over 
cotton— 
For the senator is recognized as an 
expert on the subject. 
The cotton 
state delegations in both the senate 
and house talk a lot when the sub­ 
ject is brought up In congress, but 
one of the Ia.st words seems always 
to rest with Smith. 
Down 
south 
his 
constituents 
know- him as "Cotton Ed’’—the man 
who obtained his knowledge of agri­ 
culture between plow handles. It is 
perhaps 
his 
dom inating interest. 
There's hardly a bit of cotton legis­ 
lation passed by congress in the last 
20 years that 
does 
not bear 
the 
Sm ith stamp upon it in some place. 
Senator Norris, of Nebraska, once 
said th at Sm ith was surpassed by 
no man in his knowledge of cotton 
fanning and his devotion 
to 
the 
interests of the nation's farmers. 
S tu d e n t of C otto n 
He has been studying the subject 
for the past 30 years. 
Except for 
four years in the state legislature, 
he had held no public office until he 
was nominated for 
the senate in 
1908 by 
one of 
the largest votes 
ever recorded 
in 
South Carolina 
for that office. 
But he had held other jobs which 
probably got him more votes than 


public office. 
He 
was one of the 
prim e movers in 
establishing 
the 
Soutliern cotton association in 1905 
and was for three years agent and 
general organizer for that body. 
His knowledge of cotton is based 
not only on intensive study, but also 
personal experiences 
as 
a 
cotton 
farmer. 
Those who sat with him during 
i the senate’s 
investigation 
of the 
11927 cotton slump 
were 
convinced 
j th a t the 8outh 
Carolinian 
had a 
real grasp on the economics of cot­ 
ton. 
A D istinction 
Now serving 
his fourth 
term in 
the senate. Senator Smith shares 
with the late “Pitchfork'* Ben Till­ 
m an alone the distinction of having 
been chosen by his state for more 
than three terms since the close of 
the civil war. 
He also is rather 
proud of 
the 
fact that once during his time in 
the senate he was elected chairm an 
of a major committee during a re­ 
publican adm inistration.

The king said all other members 
of the royal family who receive par­ 
liamentary grants desired cuts in 
their incomes. 
It is their con­ 
tribution to G reat Britain in the 
nation’s time of financial emergency. 
The king’s voluntary reduction is to 
continue for the duration of the 
period of stress. 
Differences in the wording of the 
letters to the prime minister from 
the king and the prince of Wales 
reflected differences in the manner 
in which they draw their revenues. 
Gets Two Million Yearly 
The king has a civil list totaling 
£470,000 (about $2,350,000) annually. 
This is theoretically granted by par­ 
liament each year, but in practice 
the figure has remained the same 
for many years. 
His majesty has one other source 
of income, and one only, his reve­ 
nues from the duchy of Lancaster, 
which are stable to fluctuate. 
In 


1929 they were $345,000. 
The king’s gesture in th e national 
economy campaign was Announced 
at IO Downing street, the prime 
minister’s residence.
